is his reputation for good judgment and 
honor. 
Tbe genius and ooascieace 


whiah have been devoted to securing 
justice between corporate interests is 
very greatly needed in the counsels of 
the nation.

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 —It u con- 


ceded to-night that to morrow will be 
the last day of the great count.

ing. It wu at this point that Speaker 
Randall determined to resist then dila- 
tory motions and declined to entertain 
either of them, but Springer wai very 
prompt to appeal from the decision of 
the ehair, and Wood was as prompt to 
move to lay the appeal on the table, 
and shouted above the confusion that 
he wasted this question settled at once 
O'Brien, one ot the members who made 
the motion, attempted .to address the 
house, but Brown, of Kentucky, ob- 
jected, whereupon 0 Brian charged 
him with improper and outrageous con- 
duct, ID depriving h m ot the floor. 
Springer than got the fioor and insist 
ed on beiug beard, but was called ta or- 
der from all parts ol the house;.

speaker sharply informed him that lie 
must take his seat.
